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seas the voyages of exploration be-| 
guh some ten years before by the 
navigator Verrazano. Two vessels of 
60 tons each were placed at his dis- 
posal. He reached Newfoundland on 
May 10th, explored the coast of that 
island, passed through the Strait of 
Belle Isle, explored the north coast 
of the Gulf of St. Lawrence and on 
July 3rd entered the Baie des Chal- 
eurs. He arrived at Gaspe on July 
16th, and on the eve of his departure 
from there on July 25th he set up on 
the point of land stretching out at 
the entrance of the bay the cross 
ornamented with the fleur de lis, 
which officially marked the discovery 
of Can&da and the taking possession 
of the country. 

The following year he made another 
voyage to Canaia and stayed until 
the spring of 1536. He took back 
with him the Indian Chief Donna- 
conna. In 1541 he made a third 
voyage, in the course of which he 
explored the River St. Lawrence for 
some distance beyond Hochelaga, 
now Montreal. 

While the commemoration  cere- 
monies in connection with Cartier’s 
voyages are being celebrated, the 
City of Three Rivers, on the Lower

Flashing their messages in bril- 
liant hues .across the skies, neon 
signs have in recent years become a 
familiar sight in almost every com- 
munity. They receive their name 
from the gas, neon, which is used in 
their manufacture, and which is one 
of a rare family known as the’ inert 
Neon was discovered in 1904 by 
Sir William Ramsay, an English 
chemist, but it was not used exten- 
sively for commercial purposes until 
the last decade. It is obtained from 
the air, where it is found in small 
amounts, namely in the ratio of 
twelve parts of neon to one million 
parts of air. Its chief uses are for 
illumination and for testing spark 
plugs in gas engines. 

Neon signs consist of glass tubes 
containing small quantities of the: 
gas. An electric current is passed | 
through the tube, causing the neon} 
to become illuminated. The glow | 
produced. by. neon is found to pene- 
trate fog much more clearly than 
ordinary, white at, and hence) it, is 
used cotinaively tk Ramianid to ‘guide 
traffic during fogs: At the Lympne 
aerodrome in England, on the co | 
don-Paris air route, there are huge 
beacons made by passing neon 
through glass tubes twenty feet -long, 
and producing an illumination of six 
thousand candle-power. : 

In testing spark plugs of gas en- 
gines, tubes containing neon are 
used, a brilliant pink-orange glow 
showing when the spark plugs are in 
order. 

Neon is known as an “inert” gas 
because it belongs to a family of ele- 
ments which have neither color nor 
odor, and do not combine with any 
other elements. . Helium, used exten- 
sively for inflating balloons and dirig- 
ibles is another member of this fam- 
ily. Argon, used commercially for 
filling the best typés of light bulbs 
is another inert gas. Less well- 
known members of the same family 
are krypton and xenon.

Harvesting In India 
Primitive " Methotls “Of ~ Harvesting 
, Still Being Used in India 

Harvest time varies in different 
parts of India between March and 
April. The wheat ig allowed to get 
dead ripe before it is harvested and 
cutting is all done by hand by means 
of small hooks. The cutting’ is gen- 
erally done by labourers on the share 
‘system, but in some parts of India 
the crop can be cut and tied into 
bundies for a contract cash pay- 
ment of approximately a dollar an 
acre. From the harvest fields the 
bundles are brought in carts to the 
threshing floor where the grain is 
trodden out by bullocks. These bul- 
locks walk round a central pole to 
‘which they are tied, treading-out the 
grain as they go round. The: work 
is irksome and slow. In addition to 
separating the grain, the action. of 
the hoofs of the bullocks is to bruise 
and break up the dry straw into 
small fragments. This broken straw 
is known as bhusa and igs the chief 
form-of cattle fodder for the rest of | 
'the year, The grain is winnowed from | 
| the chaff by hand during the preval-

Many 
suggestions were advanced, but few had any relation tothe subject of the 
use to be made of the building in connection with the annual Provincial 
Exhibition, possibly because of the size of the structure, the great extent 
of floor Space, ana the difficulty in these recent years of finding necessary 
funds to. promote any large development. 


The writer now proposes to advance an idea for the consideration not 
only of the Regina Provincial Exhibition Board, but of people throughout 
the three prairie provinces. This idea is advanced because it is somewhat 
in keeping with the international character of the project for which the 
building was originally constructed; because it presents an opportunity to 
encourage and develop one aspect of our western life we are in danger 
ot neglecting; and because it appears to be a feasible undertaking at the 
present time, and, in fact, may even provide a small source of income to 
many people who are in dire need of every cent they can earn. 


The suggestion we advance is that this building erected to house grain 
and other exhibits of the nations of the world, or at least a portion of it, 
should continue to be utilized each year for the display of the handicrafts 
of the people of the many nations who constitute such ‘a large proportion 
of the population of Western Canadian provinces. In other words, that the 
various racial and national groups throughout the West be invited, en- 
couraged, even urged, to. revive their home handicrafts on a larger scale 
than before and to exhibit the same, the understanding being that the ex- 


hibitors have the right to sell the goods they have placed on exhibit if they 
go desire. 


What, we ask, could provide a more colorful, ‘siserenttng: and instructive 
exhibition than a continuous series of booths each devoted to the handi- 
crafts of different national groups, presided over by men and women of 
each particular group, dressed In their national costumes? 


Some years ago the C.P.R. sponsored the holding of exhibitions of handi- 
crafts throughout Canada, and these were attended by thousands of inter- 
ested visitors. In conjunction with such exhibitions, festivals and concerts 
featuring the music of different countries were held. Recently, at Regina, 
a highly successful folk festival and dance was held in which hundreds of 


citizens of’ non-English speaking nationalities participated, each providing 
their own orchestra or band. 


The people of every nationality have some worthwhile contribution 
they can make to the upbuilding of this Canadian nation. These people 
have chosen Canada, yes, Western Canada, as their home; they are bringing 
their children up to be Canadians. They have a wealth of tradition ar‘sing 
out of the past histories of their native lands, of music, poetry, literature 
and a bewildering array of handicrafts to contribute that Will add richness 
to this young nation now in the making. They should be encouraged to 
make this contribution. It should be impressed upon them that they are 


> welcome in Canada; that so far from asking or, expecting them to forget 


their old homelands and the customs and traditions and handicrafts of their 
native countries, we want them to add these as a gontribution to the greater 


-beauty and strength of Canada. 


Why not, therefore, utilize at least a portion of the fine World’s Grain 
Show building to develop a little annual international exhibition put on by 
the people of many lands now resident in our midst on these Western plains? 
Let us have the flags of all nations waving again over booths filled with 
the arts and handicrafts of Germany, Poland, Norway, Sweden, Iceland, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Roumania, Ukraine, 
Greece, Russia, Austria, Hungary. Let us include China and Japan, who 
have representatives in our midst. And the Irish, the Scotch, the Welsh 
should. join their contributions with the eal and ‘the: French-Canadians 
to round out the whole. 


At the World’s Grain Show last summer there were a few of these 
handicraft exhibits, and they were most interesting although rather over- 
shadowed by the magnitude of the show in other respects. But with one 


“wing of the big building arranged in attractively decorated national 


booths, with exhibits of the arts and handicrafts of each nation on display, 
with national flags and national costumes,—and all of which could be pro- 
vided by and through people now resident in the prairie provinces,—a use 
can be made of the Grain Show building which will return a dividend to 
Canada, not in cash perhaps, but in nation building. At the same time 
activity in national arts and handicrafts will be encouraged, these arts and 
skill in workmanship will not be lost, and, in fact, a valuable and growing 
domestic market developed for hand-made products from many a humble 
and needy home,

be of aid in making clinical diag- 
noses.”’ 

Dr. Kahn wrote: “Pick’s disease 
is a very rare malady characterized 
by atrophy of certain brain’ areas, 
leading to most profound deteripra- 
tion of the mental abilities of the 
patient. It occurs in the presenile 
age and the etiology is unknown.” 

“In some brain diseases,” Dr. 
Thompson explained, ‘you get a con- 
dition where things don’t register— 
where a person will eat a meal and 
ten minutes later can’t tell what he 
ate.” 


Cost Of Keeping Clean 


Statistics Show Canndians Spend 
Enormous Sum For Soap 

If indeed cleanliness is next to 

godliness, and if the-people of Can- 

ada are as clean as the amount of 

money they expend each year on 

soaps, washing compounds and things 


the Dominion should rank very high 
among the nations of the world. 

That hard-working department, 
the Bureau of Statistics, at Ottawa, 
which keeps tab on all sorts of 
Canadian activities, and reduces them 
to masses of figures,.has been check- 
ing up on what Canadians pay to 
keep themselves and their possessions 
clean and immaculate, and they have 
found the total for a year is an 
enormous figure. 

The people of this country in 1932 
used up no less than 39,097 tons of 
household and laundry soaps in bar 
form, at a total cost of $3,874,522, 
and in addition, they got rid of 11,295 
tons of toilet soap, which represent- 
ed an outlay almost equal to that on 
laundry soaps, or $3,829,192 to be 
exact, 

Other interesting expenditures in 
the same direction include 7,162 tons 
of soap powders at $1,115,690; 13,889 
tons of soap chips and flakes at $2,- 
108,412; castile soaps, 2,063 tons at 
$375,097; shaving soap and cream, 
$472,617; textile and mill soaps, 842 
tons at $119,019; soft soaps; 449 tons 
at $64,184; other soaps, 573 tons at 
$105,606; ammonia powder, $150,951; 
javel water, $408,589; hand cleaner, 
$113,258; washing compounds, $205,- 
182; cleaning powder or pastes, $665,- 
547, and other cleaning preparations, 
$99,589.

Forest fire losses in British Colum- 
bia during the 1933 season totalled 
$406,758, the smallest in two decades.
